Searcher Tells 
How Party Found 
Wierzbick’s Body 


Following is the story of the find­ 
ing in T ahquitz canyon last T hurs­ 
day afternoon. Feb. 9, of the body 
of Thaddcus W ierzbick, Vallejo hik ­ 
er, as told by Mrs. W. F. Nielsen, a 
m em ber of the searching party.

Our Trip Into Tahquits Canyon 
By Mrs. W. F. Nielsen

tread," and that’s exactly w hat we 
did. 
The morning of February 
9, 
1939, Mr. and Mrs. E. A. M atthews 
and m yself decided on 
a 
search 
through Tahquitz canyon for 
the 
missing Thaddeus W ierzbick of V al­ 
lejo. 
Leaving at 9:30 a. m.. we started 
to climb the south rim of the m oun­ 
tain. 
Reaching the top at noon, we 
w ere tired and weary, and so d e­ 
cided to eat lunch. 
Fifteen m inutes 
later we continued on and started 
down the mountain, into the can­ 
yon. We zig-zagged our w ay through, 
narrow crevices and over 
ledges, 
where M r. M atthews let us 
girls 
down on ropes and then himself. At 
1:30 o’clock we w ere dow n to the 
first level, and by that tim e we felt 
pretty shaky and w ere 
w ondering 
w hen we w ere going to get out, and 
how. 
We crossed over large boul­ 
ders and broke our w ay through 
vines and brush for the next 20 m in­ 
utes. 
Our surprise came 
w hen 
Mrs. 
M atthew s said, “Daddy! 
Look! The 
man, the man, the dead m an!" Look­ 
ing over across the stream about 50 
feet away, we saw the body, 
the 
back turned to us. 
He was dressed 
in blue shirt, khaki pants, and black 
shoes. Taking the cam era and iden­ 
tification card, Mr. M atthew s 
pro­ 
ceeded to the spot to exam ine 
the 
body closer. 
W hile there he took 
tw o pictures and staked the place 
so we could send the rescue squad 
to find him . By looking up the cliff 
from w hich he fell we decided it 
m ust have been 300 feet or m ore in 
height. 
Our n ex t thoughts w ere to try and 
get 
out 
alive 
ourselves. 
H aving 
never been in the canyon before, 
th e trip w as more treacherous than 
ever. 
A fter two hours of w ading 
icy 
stream s 
and 
clim bing 
and 
jum ping hazardous places, we finally 
fo.und the hidden trail, w hich led us 
to the m outh of the canyon. 
Looking at our w atches it 
was 
then 4 o'clock. As soon as we could, 
w e reached our car and soon report­ 
ed our find to the Palm Springs po­ 
lice departm ent. 
Our advice to the general public 
is “DON’T rush in w here 
angels 
fear to tread."

ARTICLE TELLS ABOUT 
U. S. MARINE CORPS 
ENLISTED IN ITALY 


The following account of an occa­ 
sion when natives of Italy w ere re­ 
cruited in their own 
country 
for 
service 
with 
the 
U nited 
States 
Marine Corps has been received by 
Postm aster R. M. Gorham from M a­ 
jor George D. Hamilton, U. S. M. G., 
recruiting officer at Los Angeles. 
The first musician to hold the rank 
of captain in 
the U nited 
States 
Marine Corps Band, was an Italian 
by name of 
Gaetano 
Caruso, 
of 
Catania, Italy, according to an arti­ 
cle in a recent edition of the offi­ 
cial 
magazine 
published 
by 
the 
Fourth Marines stationed in Shang­ 
hai, China. 
The article discloses that when the 
Continental Congress authorized the 
I organization of the First and Second 
Battalions of M arines on November 
10, 1775, the fight in the w ar for in­ 
dependence, the m artial music 
of 
the Corps was merely that of fifes 
and drums. 
D rum M ajor W illiam 
F arr became the first official leader 
of the bands, on January 21, 1799. 
His handful of m usicians failed to 
m eet the taste of President Jeffer­ 
son, who was a lover of music. 
A 
suggestion was m ade to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Burrows, then the 
M arine 
Corps Commandant, th at m usicians 
in Italy be enlisted as M arines. Ac­ 
cordingly, C aptain Hall, who w ent 
out with Preble’s squadron in 1803, 
was directed to enlist some m usi­ 
cians and bring them home to the 
United States. 
Upon arival in Italy, C aptain Hall 
enlisted as “C aptain of the Band" 
Gaetano Caruso, and seventeen oth ­ 
ers, of whom 
two w ere 
C aruso’s 
sons. 
This group of Italians 
and 
their 
families 
im m ediately 
w ent 
aboard the Frigate Chesapeake, took 
p art in the w ar w ith Tripoli, 
and 
finally arrived in 
W ashington 
on 
Septem ber 19, 1805.

He suffered a cerebral 
hem orrhage, follow ed by pneum onia. 
He w as 80 years old at the tim e of 
his death. 
He returned only a few months 
ago from his 24th visit to Russia and 
the N ear East. 
His w ife, Mrs. Corn­ 
elia Sm ith Crane, w as at his side 
w hen he died. 
His daughters, Mrs. 
H. C. Bradley of 
W isconsin, 
and 
Frances Crane of N ew York travel­ 
ed here for their father's funeral. 
He is also survived by tw o 
sons. 
Richard and John. 
Mr. Crane's Eastern address w as 
655 Park avenue, N ew York, but he 
has been a winter resident of Palm 
Springs for the past tw elv e years 
com ing to the D esert Inn each year 
until he built his home. 
The rem ains w ere taken to W ie- 
fels & Son m ortuary at Banning and 
private funeral services w ere held 
this afternoon at 4 o'clock at the 
fam ily hom e in Palm Springs.

The board of supervisors of San 
Luis Obispo county recently adopt­ 
ed an ordinance prohibiting the ap­ 
pearance of any billboard along the 
scenic new Cuesta Grade unit of the 
coast highway. They are to be com­ 
mended for that action. 
It is a shame and disgrace to per­ 
mit the beauty of the outdoors to be 
hidden or defaced 
by 
billboards 
along highways built with the peo­ 
ple's money. 
Yet. that is what hap­ 
pens whenever a new highway 
is 
opened, unless the public interest is 
expressed in some forceful way. 
The movement to 
abolish 
bill­ 
boards along the highways is becom­ 
ing nation-wide. 
A conference was 
held on the subject at New York 
City recently, and Col. 
Frederick 
Stuart Greene, superintendent of the 
New York state department of pub­ 
lic works, expressed the sentiment of 
that gathering when he 
said 
the 
states are under a definite obliga 
lion to prevent the blotting out of 
scenery in this way. 
He said bill 
boards outrage good taste, and made 
the additional point that they are a 
definite danger to traffic. 
County action is only beginning. 
The state legislature should prevent 
defacing of the countryside, 
any­ 
where in California. 
Ur.til this is 
done, though, it is gratifying to see 
some counties take action. 
At least 
they protect themselves, and they 
call attention to a question 
that 
needs it.

Banning should have the support 
of every civic organisation in River­ 
side county in its efforts to have the 
proposed $500.000 veterans hospital 
located here, for there is no other 
place in the county so suitable for 
such a hospital, if we are to consider 
the welfare of the patients.

By this m ethod a sound and logi­ 
cal program of im provem ent can be 
form ulated, one th a t will please the 
guests, not just th e local residents 
alone. This plan w ould indicate ju st 
w hat it is that visitors like m ost 
about Palm Springs and would also 
indicate those features of the 
v il­ 
lage th at are distasteful to vacation­ 
ists.
